Springfield. III. Nov. 21— Accom- 
plishmenli^ of the Slate Department 
nf ConKervatlnn were detailed here 
today by Director William H. J. 
Stralton, as the surest indication of 
the benefit (he State of Illinois will 
draw imder he proposed $20,000,000 
iKind issue. 

"Tlie character of constructive 
work we have done," he said. "Is » 
sample of the work we have outlined. 
a!< not only possible, but certain, un- 
der the Imnd Issue. 

"Revenues of the deparlment, 11- 
cente tei» for hunting and fishing, 
have been the means of the work we 
have done, and the same revenue 
wilt pay the bond Issue without one 
cent of direct tnics. Here are some 
of (he (hlngs accomplished by the 
Department. We have CKtnblished 
six fluh hatcheries, and two game 
farm«. Here game and fish are pro- 
tected. 

"Our hatcheries are iil Bprlnit 
Orove. Yorkvilte, Rockford, East St. 
I.«uls. Csn-te. Wyanet, Mattoon and 
Kankakee. The game farms are at 
Alton and at Yorkvllle. More than 
200,t>oO pheasant eggs have been dl' 
(ributed to farmers and sportsmen 
for hatching. At the Alton farm this 
year (here have been raised more 
than S.AnO pheasants and partridges 
and at the Yorkvllle farm 7.000. 

"Twenty thousand quail have been 
Imported Into the state and released. 

"Besides conserving fish and game, 
we have established grounds for pub- 
lic hunting and fishing. We have ac- 
quired 3.0OO acres at Horse Shoe

Itad Cross last summer brought out 
a uniformly high standard of pro- 
flciency In addlMoo, more than 20 
winter training courses were con- 
ducted tbe past year. Swimming 
"Institutes" at camps In Arltona, 
California, Indiana, Massachusetts, 
New York, North Carolina. Missouri. 
OregoD, Washington, and Wisconsin. 
"splash weeks" and swimming and 
llte-saving campaigns under Red Cross 
•usplces held In many States arouaed 
great Interest. 

"Tbe experience gained during Ibe 
last few years indicates that the dan 
gera Involved In wster sports can be 
eliminated through training and by 
Ihe adoption of water safety methods," 
a recent Red Cross report stated.
